GROWING IN STRENGTH 


Madrid, May 31—Special—The hopelessness of Spain's 


struggle against the United States is acknowledged, although 
guardedly, in the best informed gover.-ment circles, and the 
peace party is growing in strength daily. 
The mass of the 


Spanish people are as wai like as ever. They are, as a rule 
ignorant, and have been deluded by the government into 
the belief that the Americans are a semi-barbarous, cowardly 
race that will fall before the Spanish arms as did the Incas 
of Peru or the Aztecs of Mexico. 
But among the more in- 


telligent people—the merchants and middle classes generally 
—the hopelessness of the pending struggle is recognized by 
many an ominous shake of the head, and these are begin- 
ning to exercise a pressure upon the government 5n favor of 
peace at almost any price. They have not yet openly advo- 
cated the surrender of any of Spain's colonial possessions, 
but they are gradually coming around to a realization that 
such a. surrender will be necessary in order to obtain peace.

harbor, with starvation menacing the entire forces if the 
ships remain there and destruction awaiting them if they at- 
tem; t to leave—are,now freely acknowledged. It is likewise 
admitted mat the plan cf campaign outlined in these dis- 
patches has been practically determined upon. Schley will 
continue his blockade at the entrance of the harbor, and be 
ready to sink the Spanish warships as they emerge from the 
narrow channel one by one. 
Within a few days several 


housand men of the regular army will be landed at the 
mouth of the Ji-ragua ru'er, a short distance east of Santiago, 
ind march toward Santiago.

Is Imprisoned In 
Santiago harbor. This fact has been 
known here forty-eight hours, and tho 
speculation now In over the probable 
disposition of tho Spaniards—whether 
they will be blockaded or the forts ro- 
clucod and tho vessels compelled to 
flght.

effect June 1, when the French mini- 
mum rates upon products of the United 
States exported to France will take of- 
fnct. 
The proclamation of the presi- 


dent announcing this fact will bu Is- 
sued today or tomorrow. 


Tho agreement makes the following 


tariff arrangement: 


In favor of the United States—Man- 


ufactured and prepared pork meats are 
reduced from 100 francs to no francs per 
100 kilos (approximately 200 pounds); 
lard and Its components are reduced 
from -10 francs to 25 francs per 100 ki- 
los; table fruit, canned meats, dried or 
pressed fruits, common woods, logs, 
paving blocks, staves, hops and apples 
and pears, crushed, cut or dried, at tho 
minimum French rate of duty. 


Tho reductions In behalf of Franco 


are as folows—Argols shall pay a duty 
of G per cent ad valorem; brandies 
or other spirits. $1.75 per gallon; works 
of art, lf> per cent ad valorem; win on, 
35 cents per gallon.
